Accacnea, trom American Embassy, BA, 
indicates on 9/20/76 a Ford motor company 
security officer in BA advised the Embassy 
that at 5:35 a.m. on 9/15/76 a pick-up tru< 
stopped in front of the garage at the home 
a Ford motor company staff manager. Appro: 
mate^ly 100 rounds were fired from a machiiL 
gun.* Guards at the garage returned fire. 
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As the truck fled the scene, propaganda 
(pamphlets) were thrown from the vehicle. 

The propaganda claimed "military assassins” 
and employers were exploiting the people 
and the "Montonero resistance will win." 

(A similar attack took place 3/26/76 
during which guards were killed at the 
same residence.) 

On 9/20/76 at 5:00 a.m. shots were 
also fired from a truck at the windows of 
a building housing Chrysler administrative 
offices in BA. Same type machine gun was 
used and a communique was left identifying 
the attacking group as Montoneros. Also 
on 9/20/76 an Argentine citizen who was 
Deputy Chief of the Schering Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal Company was assassinated at point 
blank range by two individuals[while he 
was waiting for a bus, to go to worRyat 
a street comer in a suburb of BA. 

The Embassy noted during the period 
1/1/76 - 8/31/76, 14 non-U. S. citizens, 
senior executives, of major companies 
have been victims of terrorist attacks. 

Those assassinated were employed by 
Bendix, Swift,,Chrysler, Fiat, etc. 

Embassy also noted Legat stated that in 
last 20 days two Chrysler officials 
resigned and a third executive was re- 1 
moved to Sao Paulo for his protection. 

Embassy stated in addition to assassina¬ 
tions,^ 14 Argentine nationals in manage¬ 
ment positions in U. S. companies have 
been kidnapped and released for ransom; 
held, interrogated and released without 
ransom; or, whereabouts remain unknown.
